A Washington dispatch to tlie New York Sun 
says that administration biubis are >rroatly con- 
cerned about the revenue, and fear that they may 
be compelled to revise thp taxation laws before the 
next Presidential eb-etion. They have new cans,' 
for alarmin tlw fact that in May, l!M(i, .snxar will 
go ou the frcf list. Sugar is the largest single item 
of revenue. Under Republican tariflfs it yielded 
nearly .>{;(iO,000,000 a year. The Democratic tariff 
provided for a sliding scale of reduction on the 
product, with the stipulation that it should go on 
the free list in 1916. Furthermore, the yield from 
the income tax this year is likely to fall olV mater- 
ially because of the hard tinu'S. There is, therefore, 
talk among some Democrats about restoring the 
sugar duty.
